and took from tlie wrock twenty-two per- 
sons in all, sixteen passengers and bix of 
Iho crew.

flames breaking through the fore-hatches,— 
At that time I taw the csptain rushing upon 
deck.—I saw him take off bit coat and run 
;o the side of Ihe vessel ns if he was going 
tojumpoverboard. 
Mr. SweensenyaSwede 


seized him by the arm, pulled him hack 
from the rigging, and asked him, "Whathe 
was going to do ?" The captain's answer 
was to thc effect that he did not know what 
ae was about. Tins captain then ran aft and 
I losliight of him being on the fore part of 
the vessel, among Ihe great bulk of tbe pass- 
engers. I saw tbat the fire :ncreased rap- 
idly, and thai it threatened us in an awful 
manner. The passengers were so closely 
pressed that they were pushing one and 
another overboard. I managed to get a< 
far as the rope rigging, and catching hold 
of a rope, made it last to nn eyebolt. With 
Ibis rope I made a sling so as to be able to 
sit in it about two feet from the water. 1 
succeeded in doing this about ten minutes 
after the fire bad broken out.
